The appellate court baa reversed atd 


remanded the ctee of Fred M. Grant et 
a)., trustees of Qlive Branch Lodge, I. O. 
O. F., ve. Samuel A. Langrtaff, appealed 
from the cily court of Canton. In this 
ease Langstaff, a member of Mt. Olive 
Branch Lodge, claimed rick benefit! 
from nil lodge. The lodge disputed the 
claim, and refined to pay it, whereupon 
Laugataff brought eoit in the aHy court 
of Canton and obtained judgment for 
the amount alleged to be doe him. The 
rules of the order, provide, in raeh oaeea 
for an appeal to the Grand Lodge, bit 
Langetaff took no such appeal, and the 
appellate court holds that in a contro- 
versy of thia character all the remedial 
provided by the order itself must be ei- 
banated before the aggrieved party may 
aeek a remedy in the courts.

ON THIBTY DATS' NOTICE. 


Stock Can be Withdrawn from a 


Building ana Loan Association. 


The attorney general baa rendered an 


opinion holding that a member of a 
building and loan association may with- 
draw the amount which he bus paid upon 
stock upon giving the association thirty 
daya' notice, and that a by-law requiring 
B longer notice is illegal. 


It ie further held that where a Block- 


holder offers to eell bis stock to the secre- 
tary of the association at a discount 
upon the withdrawal value, and the sec- 
retary hocepta the offer and buy a the 
atook with his own money on bia own 
account, there ie nothing improper in 
the transaction, provided the secretary 
acla in good faith and doea not misrepre- 
sent the financial condition of the asso- 
ciation nor conceal anything which it ia 
hia duty to disclose. 


Will Betire in March. 


The action of the board of supervisors 


to-day in firing the salary of the steward 
of the poor farm at $900 by a vote of 18 
to 11, instead of $1,000 as was confidently 
expected, caused the present incumbent, 
3. A. Cochran, to withdraw his applica- 
tion for re-appointment. He took charge 
of the poor house last March at a salary 
of $860, with the understanding that if 
he wanted to stay longer the pay for the 
year wonld be raised to 81,000. The com- 
mittee reported adversely, and the report 
waa adopted. Mr. Ooohran addressed 
the board briefly, stating that he wonld 
not be an applicant. He has devoted hia 
best efforts to the care of the paupers 
during the past year, and has given uni- 
versal satisfaction.

Cochran will return to hie farm in Long 
Creek township. He doesn't like life at 
the poor farm. It hie always been die- 
tastefal to him and his family. 


Some of the supervisors thought that 


aa times are dull the county could save a 
hundred dollars at the poor farm, as 
there were plenty of men who would 
take the job at that figure. Mr. Cochran 
contended that the harder the times the 
tougher 11 ia on the poor farm steward, 
because there are more paupers at the 
farm who require attention.

THE COOGHUS TRIAL 


The Damning Testimony of the 


Silent Witnesses 


PRODUCED UlTH STB1KI8G EFFECT 


Against the Protest of Attorney Wing, 


Who Vainly Demands Their Re- 


moval-Corroborative Testimony 


ol Living Witnesses. 


CHICAGO, Dec. ll.-Eelics of

Cronin murder conspiracy continneo. 
to form the most interesting part of 
the trial of Daniel Coughlin y***8™?*: 
The personal effects of the murdered 
man and the clothes he had on on the 
niirht of May 4,1889, were brought Into 
the court room early and exposed on a 
table before the lawyers and jury be- 
fore 
an 
adjournment.

Wing's nerves were offended by the 
odor, and when he could not induce 
the court to remove the state s un- 
pleasant witnesses he made the state- 
ment that the defense would not in- 
troduce any evidence in regard to the 
relics. This practically means that 
the defense has abandoned its former 
fight as to the identification of the 
clothes and instruments. 


Next in importance was the testi- 


mony of Mrs. T. T. Conklin, who more 
than all others was in a position to 
Identify the personal property of the 
doctor. While her credibility was as- 
Balled by the defense on that point, 
the ulterior purpose was to instill the 
poison of doubt into tlie minds of the 
jury when it should listen to Mrs. Con- 
klio's greater story-that of recogniz- 
ing Dinan's white horse as the one 
which took the doctor from her home 
to the Carlson Cottage. 


Lieut. George VV. Hubbard, who was 


chief of police in 1889, came forward to 
tell about receiving and examining the 
articles from the manhole on Evan- 
ston avenue, which were found No- 
vember 8, 1889. There was a black 
slouch hat, a light overcoat, a white 
ahirt, a white collar, undershirt, draw- 
ers, trousers, vest, surgical instruments 
and appliances, medical satchel; a 
small book entitled "Medical and Sur- 
gical Eeference"; several of the doc- 
tor's business cards between the leaves 
of the book, and the words "Cronin, 
St. Louis, Mo." on the fly leaf. The 
fly leaf and the next had become at- 
tached by immersion In the manhole 
water, and could not be drawn apart 
any further than to show the above 
words. The victim of the conspiracy 
lived in St. Louis before coming to 
Chicago. On the instrument case was 
an Inscription on a plate showing that 
ithad been presented to "Dr. Perry 
Cronin." All the articles when spread 
out on the lawyers' table made a filthy 
mess. They had rotted during the six 
months they bad been buried in the 
sewer, and the composition sides of the 
valise had fallen to pieces, exposing 
the contents and the filth, and leaving 
only the metal frame. 


Lieut. Hubbard held up each piece of 


the tattered clothing for the inspection 
of the jury, and pointed out the shirt 
cut open in the back, the trousers cut 
open from top to bottom, and the col- 
lar cut in two in the back, showing 
how the murderous brutes had slashed 
the clothing from the bleeding corpse 
of their victim to make more difficult 
identification of the body if found. 


Herman Schuettler, captain of police, 


who has been really in charge of the 
Cronin case since Inspector Shaack was 
suspended in 1889 on suspicion of hav- 
ing tried to shield Detective Coughlin 
when on duty in Schaack's precinct, 
swore to the identity of the clothing. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion Attorney Wing entered a vigor- 
ous protest against the old clothing 
remaining any longer in the court 
room. 
"They are here before the 


court and counsel and unnecessarily 
offensive. They were not on exhibi- 
tion five minutes at the other trial. 
What purpose can the proof of this 
clothing herve except to identify the 
body, tinil [leaven knows there has 
been enough evidence on that score. 
There ib no decent reason for the con- 
tinued presence of this ill-smelling ex- 
hibit I could not eat any dinner be- 
cause of the stench."
